October Postoffice 
Receipts Show Gain | 


Another indication of prosperity 
and good times returning to <At- 
lanta was seen Tuesday when it | 
was learned that postal receipts -or 
October showed a 4 per cent gain 
over the same month last year, one 
of the few gains recorded in the 
monthly postoffice figures for 1930. 

The figures for 10 months of 
19380 show a loss of one-third of 
1 per cent from the same period of 
1929, but with the October figures 


as a barometer, it is expected that 
November and December will more 
than wipe out the loss. 

The October, 1930, receipts were 
$451,396.69, or $17,225.04 more 
than the receipts of $434,171.65 for 
October of 1929.

South Chien Methodist 
Bishop Announces New 
_Plan on Ministers’ 
Changes. 


MACON, Ga., Nov. 4.—(4)—The 
Telegraph says a marked’ change in 
conference procedure, affecting all 
ministers of both the North and South 
Georgia Methodist bodies, will be ini- 
tiated at the two sessions this month 
by Bishop John M. Moore. 

The paper says the “secret cabinet,” 
generally employed by bishops of the 
Methodist church and a tradition as 
far as the Georgia conferences are 
concerned, will be abolished in favor 
of “‘a more open system of appointing 
ministers to new pastorates as the 
practice of the church requires. 

“Instead of an announcement by 
the bishop at the close of each con- 
‘ference meeting, of the assignments 
for the coming year, the presiding 
elders of each of the districts will in- 
form thé ministers of his distriet of 
the appointments at the opening of 
each session.” 

If for some reason the appointment 
is not satisfactory it was explained, 
the minister may appeal his, case to 


and in turn the matter may be recon- 
sidered and adjusted by the bishop's 
eabinet, composed of all the presiding 
elders, during the conference. 

Bishop Moore, with one or two 
others, has dhuiered the method else- 
where before he was appointed to 
Georgia and has found it worked with 
greater success, it was said. 

“My brother, I have never felt that 
because I am a bishop I should play 
Santa Claus to a crowd of men; to 
keep them in blissful Agnorance as to 
where they are to labor for a new 
year until I take their package off 
the Christmas tree and call them to 
receive it,” the bishop is quoted. 

The new method will be first used 
during the North Georgia conference 
meeting in Atlanta on November 13. 
‘The South Georgia conference follows 
with its session in Thomasville, be- 
ginning November 19. Arrangements 
are being made in the latter town for 
some 500 or more ministers and lay- 
men who annually attend the sessions, 
by Rev. Charles K. Meeks, pastor of 
the Thomasville Methodist church, 
and Dr. O. F. Cook, presiding elder 
of that district. 

Rev. John M. Outler, presiding el- 
der of the Macon district, will be as- 
signed to a new post next year as his 
four-year term here has been com- 
pleted. Dr. Charles R. Jenkins, pas- 
tor of Mulberry § Street Methodist 
church, has also served here four 
years, while Rev. F. Waller is 
serving his fifth year at Morrison 
Memorial church. While neither may 
be assigned to other churches, it is 
Methodist custom to make transfer 
every four years. 

Advance speculation favored the as- 
signment of Dr. Jenkins to Wesley 
Memorial church in Savannah, one of 
the largest in the conference, and the 
return of Dr. Walter Anthony, now 
pastor of the. Savannah church, to 
Mulberry here. While, aecording to 
the conference system.it is certain that 
Rev. Mr. Outler will return to a pas- 
torate. what church he would serve

The price trend of most fruits and 
vegétables was downward last week, 
the bureau of agricultural economics, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
rng said Tuesday in its weekly bul- 
etin 

Carlot shipments of all the import- 
ant products decreased, except cabbage 
and citrus fruit. 

Orange shipments from Florida in- 
creased slightly to 800 cars. California 
moved only 150 cars. Grapefruit ship- 
ments mounted to 640 cars, with 560 
of them from Florida. Mixed citrus 
fruit from Florida was three times as 
plentiful as last season. 

Forwardings of string beans from 
Florida were heavier than last au- 
tumn, and totaled 160 cars for the 
week. 

Potato prices held firmly at eastern 
shipping points, but slightly down in 
the north and west. Several markets 
reported eastern round whites jobbing 
at © $1.65-$1.90. Atlanta quoted a 
general level of $2.55 on these po- 
tatoes. 

Only 5,675 cars of potatoes rolled 
last week, a decrease over the previous 
week but a considerable increase over 
the same period last year. Most of the 
potatoes came from Maine and Idaho. 

Apple prices showed little change at 
shipping points, bushel baskets stil] re- 
turning £7.10 $1.65 f. 0. b. 

Combined 22 sted of 29 fruits 
and vegetables dropped to 28,580 cars 
last week, but still were 4,800 cars 
more than shipments during ‘the same 
period laet year.

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DENIES HOLDUP 


Forsyth “Baby Legisla-. 
tor’ Claims He Was Near 
When Robbery Occurred 


J. Herbert Kirby, Forsyth county 
member of the legislature, Tuesday 
took the witness stand in his own 


defense to make a complete denial of 
the charge that he held up and 
robbed the King 
offices in the Peters building. The 
robbery was staged in, daylight on 
the afternoon of July f8, and $106 
stolen by a lone bandit in overalls.
